His two lectures yesterday 
served as a very fitting close for the 
excellent talent which has graced the 
alatform this year, and the crowd 
ivas a fitting one for the last record 
crowds that have attended this year. 


And Mr. Stuart entertained the., 


audience. Not a person went away 
unsatisfied. 
In driving 
home his 


virile truths he drew on his wealth of 
mmor and kept the audience laugh- 
ing a good part of the time. He dis- , 
)layed a keen knowledge of humani- 
ty, and the fact that he had been a 
close observer during all the years 


as been rubbing up against his 


'ellowmen. 


^Lopsided Folks'' was a suitable 


opie for Mr. Stuart. It gave him 
opportunity to 'describe all the dere-

CUBAN POLITICS 


IS BADLY MIXED 


Gomez's Fight for Re-Election 


Handicapped, 


LOST GREAT AND GOOD FRIEND 


Dilatory Tactics of the Island Admin- 


istration in Settling With an Amer- 
ican Contractor For Sanitary Work 


'Done on the Island, Gets Gomez in 


Bad With State Department, Which 
Withdraws Its Moral Support. 


Washington, Aug. 12.—The United 


States government has called upon 
President Maximo Gomez of Cuba to 
make an early settlement of the 
claims that have been pending against 
Cuba for the last two years, amount- 
ing to over $500,000, growing out of 
the Reiley contracts for waterworks 
plant and sanitation of the city of 
Cienfuegoa. 
For more than a year 


there have been exchanges of commu- 
nications on .this subject, and the last 
note, drafted recently by the state de- 
partment, calls on President Gomez 
in emphatic terms to make settlement 
in accordance with the existing con- 
tracts, which were made under th? 
provisions of the treaty for the sani- 
tation of Cuba. 
~ 
This latest demand promptly follow- 


ed the receipt of a communication 
from the Cuban president that the 
government Is without funds to make 
the payment and that an act of con- 
gress will be necessary for, the appro- 
priation of the amount. This state- 
ment, while somewhat startling to the 
Washington authorities, was not whol- 
ly surprising In the face of rumors 
that have reached here for some time 
that the government machinery of 
Cuba has been honeycombed with 
craft. Provision for payment of con-1 
tracts for Cienfuegos and other pui>- 
lic work was made in the loan of over j 
$10,000,000 which Cuba made from 
Speyer Brothers of New York, witn 
the approval of the United States un- 
der Article 5 of the treaty. 


The fact that the money obtained 


on the Speyer loan for this purpose 
has either been exhausted in other di- 
rections or is being withheld, together 
with numerous complaints that have 
been reaching the Washington officials 
from time to time, alleging misman- 
agement of the government funds, has 
caused a marked lack of confidence in 
the Gomes administration. While the 
state department assumes the posi- 
tion of hands off in the political affairs 
of Cuba, so far as a national or local 
election is concerned, it is certain 
Gomez will not have the moral support 
now which he would have desired in a 
candidacy for re-election. 


While the state department does not 


wish to appear 'in the position of hold- 
Ing a club over Gomez for the settle- 
ment of the Reiley claims or to pre- 
vent his being re-elected, it has made 
known to him in unmistakable terms 
that the conduct of the Cuban admin- 
istration within the last year or so has 
fallen far short of winning the com- 
mendation of this government 


The political situation is being 


watched with the closest interest. 
Vice President Zayaa and Senor Men- 
ocal, who has been a leading political 
factor in recent years, are each mak- 
ing a strong fight for the office in op- 
postlon to Gomez, and a new factor is 
a Bull Moose candidate, Senor Asbert, 
a leading business man o'f Havana, 
who is appealing to the "common peo; 
pie" to elect him to the office and thus 
rid the nation of graft.

The ceremony, which was wit- 
nessed by a large crowd, was-most im- 
iressive.

After 
making preliminary surveys for a 
poup ot French capitalists, he obtain- 
ed from the Colombian government a 
concession for the 
building of the 


Waterway. 
The French canal com- 


pany was then formed and work was 
Mgun in 1881 and continued until 
1189, .when the French company col- 
apied. 
The Wise concession was 


tept in force and was finally pur- 
chased by the United State* along 
with the other canal property in 1904. 


Constantinople, Aug. 12.—The re- 


cent earthquake, unofficial reports es- 
timate, killed 1,000 persons, injured 5,- 
000 and made 15,000 homeless. The 
official reports, when the telegraph 
lines have been restored, are likely to 
reduce these figures considerably, but 
enough reliable information is at hand 
to justify fhe most serious view of-the 
disaster. About 1,000 persons are al- 
ready in the hospitals. The majority 
of them are Greeks. 


Adrianople suffered severely, a score 


of public buildings, including several 
mosques, being wrecked. 
Gallipolis 


was probably the worst sufferer, th.e 
damage by fire there exceeding that 
of the earthquake. The loss at Chor- 
lu, where there also was a fire, is fig- 
ured at $1,000,000. The fires were 
mostly in the Greek centers of the cit- 
ies and are attributed to the overtim- 
ing of lamps kept before the sacred 
ikons. 


Many of the people rushed to the 


sea to escape the flames, and stood 
agonizedly watching the destruction 
of their homes. Water springs have 
dried up on some of the islands and 
the survivors of the earthquake are 
suffering from thirst as well as hun- 
ger.

Man Who Admit* He Bears That Re-

Schepps was started on hi* way to 


Jail by Postmaster Johnson Immedi- 
ately after he had received a letter at 
the postoffice. from Jack Rose, in 
which Rose pleaded with him to re- 
turn to New York'and make a full con- 
fession to District Attorney Whitman. 


After Postmaster Johnson had ques- 


tioned Schepps, George Howell, cap- 
tain of police, was called and Schepps 
was formally delivered to his custody. 


Schepps was downcast after his ar- 


rest 


"You look Ilk* you'd shoot a man If 


he attempted to run," Mid Schepps to 
Captain Howell. 


"I would," answered Howell, "and 


I can hit a jackrabbit as far as I can 
see." ~\ 


"Well," answered Schepps. "proba- 


bly I will decide to run. I will think 
It over. Between the police, the dis- 
trict attorney and the chair and « 
quick shot, I might decide to take the 
shot. If you shoot, shoot straight" 


When taken into custody Schepps 


was about to post a letter addressed 
Indirectly to Jack Rose, In which he 
said he would change bis address im- 
mediately, and unless he heard from 
Rose on certain details he would not 
be here later if sent for. 


The date of Schepps's arrival in 


New York will not be revealed—not 
even to the New York police depart- 
ment—but it is supposed that he will 
leave here under strong guard of the 
district attorney's detectives. Schepps 
probably will make a clean breast of 
the whole matter, more to aid. his pal 
Jack Rose than to further the ends of 
justice. 


His confession, if he tells all he 


claims, to know, will probably reveal 
the whereabouts of "Gyp the Blood" 
(Harry Horowitz) and "Cefty" Louie, 
the two remaining members of the 
gum men gang who fired the shots into 
Rosenthal and;who are still at large. 


Driven to desperation through fear 


of capture. Schepps almost cellapsed 
when arrested. 


"I"don't know what to do," said 


Schepps. "It looks like either 'Dutch 
route* or squeal. I am not a squealer. 
I don't know what they did all this 
for. 
I might as well be dead as driven, 


from New York and exiled in some 
other part of the world as a squealer. 


"If I tell, I cannot live in New York 


—they won't let me. And if I don't

ARE TOO KINDS OF RABIES 


Furious And Dumb Kind Will Have 


Entirely Different Symptoms- 


Facts About Disease. 


Not every dog running around 


with his tongue hanging out, breath- 
ing furiously, frothing at the mouth, 
and otherwise acting suspiciously is 
afflicted with rabies. In fact, dogs 
sWith rabies do not .froth at the mouth 
Nevertheless, if a person is bitten by 
a dog there is nothing to lose, but 
possibly everything to gainr by hav- 
ing the dog examined. 


There are two kinds of rabies, 


namely, furious and dumb. A dog 
with furious rabies will 
show the 


following symptoms: 


"A change in the dog's disposition 


—either more affectionate or more 
sullen than normal. 


"Bestiessness, passing into a ten- 


'deney to wander from home. 


"Tendency to snap or bite any- 


thing which moves, often developing 
into a maniacal fury. 


"Refuses food and usually-drink, 


but may eat indigestible objects, like 
stones, leather or his own flees. 


"Change of voice so that it be- 


comes hoarse, half-back, 
half-howl, 


like a tired hound's when treeing 
game. 


"Paralysis, usually beginning in 


hind legs, gradually becoming to!al, 
and ending in death. 


"He does not froth at the month, 


seldom has marked 'fits.' and does 
not throw an obliging fit for diagno- 
sis when he sees water or when it is 
tlirown at him."

violent' The lower jaw is paralyzed, 
and the dog persists in licking a per- 
son's face and hands instead of bit- 
ing. He is likely to act as if he has 
a foreign body in his troat Persons 
nave been inoculated by them trying 
to get this''imaginary "bone" out of 
:he rabid dog's throat. 


Practically all warm-blooded ani- 


mals are susceptible to being inocu- 
lated with rabies. 
Those who are 


most apt to transmit the disease to 
men are the dog, cat, horse, ox, hog 
and skunk. 


After a person is bitten there fol- 


lows a period of incubation for the 
germ. This is seldom less than ten 
days, and rarely more than 
seven 


months. As a general rule the pe- 
riod is shorter if parts rich in nerves 
or near the central nervous system 
are injured. 


When a person is 'bitten by a rabid 


dog he should at once wash the 
wound with bi-ehloride or some oth- 
er strong disinfectant. 
The wound 


should be cauterized with 
severe 


caustics. 


The dog should be caught or killed 


immediately and the board of health 
notified. If .there are some reasons 
for suspicion, the board will decapi- 
tate, the animal and have the head 
examined by its own physician or the 
board of health. If it develops that 
the dog is rabid) persons are', given 
the anti-hydrophobia 
treatment 
in 


the following instances: 


1. If the skin has been broken by 


the teeth of the animal whether they 
passed through the clothing or not. 


2 Persons having recent wounds 


or abrasions on the skin soiled by the 
saliva of the animal. Also all per- 
sons whose faces were much licked 
by dogs in the early stages of the 
disease. 


3. Persons scratched 'by a rabid 


animal's claws or the skin is broken. 
This is because rabid animals have 
the habit of licking their paws and in 
this way convey the virus to them. 


The anti-rabid treatment is known 


as the Pasteur treatment from its 
founder. 
It consists in inoculating 


the patient with definite amounts of 
"fixed virus" daily from 10 to 
26 


days. 
It is administered by hypo- 


dermic injections. The fixed virus is 
obtained by passing the actual rabid 
virus through several generations of 
rabbits. 


The treatment is given in special 


Pasteur institutes by and general 
practitioners. 
The latter gets the 


materials from the government la- 
boratories. It is sent to them daily 
so as io insure its freshness and po-

HE ALSO SUGGESTS REMEDY 


Says Number of Insectides "May 


be Used to Control This Com- 


mon Pest* 


. A warning to tree owners to be on 
the lookout for red spiders, which 
now threaten to exterminate many 
shade trees, has 'been sounded from 
the office of the state entomologist. 
Maples, elms, hackberries, ornamen- 
tal shrubs and plants are the favor- 
ite eating places of the pest^ahd the 
time of the year for their deadly 
work has arrived. The plant lice, the 
bane of many a lot owner, have vir- 
tually disappeared, due to the heavy 
rains and the unusually large num- 
ber of lady bugs, but with the ap- 
proaching days the red spider may 
be looked upon to give' the owner just 
as much trouble unless thier depre- 
dations are stopped, the 'entomolo- 
gist says. In a statement from the 
office, State Entomologist Baldwin 
has said: 
* 


"The red spider, so-called, 
is a 


common pest of shade trees in sum- 
mer. It is also sometimes a serious 
pest of fruit trees and of flowers and 
vegetables, especially those grown 
under glass. On account of the 
minute size, it is seldom recognized 
until the infested plant is seriously 
damaged. Although called 'the red 
spider, it usually appears pale, with 
two bladf spots in the middle. The 
infested plants {jrst turn pale wherc- 
ever attacked by this mite, and then 
take on a brownish tinge. 


"A number of contact insectides 


may be used for controlling the pest, 
but of these one stands out as most 
efficient because it kills the eggs as 
well as the mites. 
This is the sul- 


phur spray, which is made as fol- 
lows: Mis flowers of sulphur with 
water, one pound of sulphur to three 
gallons of water, adding enough soap 
so the sulphur will mix readily with 
the water and will not participate. 
Spray this so the under side of the 
leaves are coated thoroughly. 


"Another remedy that is recom- 


mended "where plenty of water is 
available is to spray or sprinkle the 
infested plants very tlioroughly with 
water so the spiders are washed from 
the under side of the leaves. 
This 


has to be repeated two or three times 
a week, and of (course is not so thor- 
ough as the sulphur spray."

When bathing in the shallow lakes

Life o! Newspaper Carrier Boy 


Is Not Ail One Sweet Dream 


The work of a newspaper carrier 


boy is in reality one of the impor- 
tant features of every-day American 
life, although his job is considered 
small and inconsequential. What on 
earth will disrupt an entire family so 
absolutely and completely as 
the 


non-delivery of the evening or morn- 
ing paper at the customary hour? 
Those onto the inside workings of a 
newspaper office figure that the de- 
livery service is as important as the 
advertising business and the news 
departments. 
If, for some reason, 


the paper happens to 'be late, the 
telephone bell rings almost 
inces- 


santly until' the edition 
has 
been 


printed and delivered. This happens 
every, once in a while in praetically 
nll newspaper offices, and the carrier 
is not, as a rule, late with his deliv- 
eries because of his own volition. 


The newspaper carriers, realizing 


that the life of the paper depends 
largely upon their 
efforts, 
trudge 


along, through sunshine and cloudy 
weather; in the 'summer time and 
through snow drifts, over ice-coated 
sidewalks, etc.. in the winter time. 
He does his work faithfully and reg- 
ularly, but notwithstanding that the 
fact he is subjected to more raw,and 
uncalled for criticism than any other 
person with • whom the public ' does 
business. 


Carrier boys oft times are accused 


of not delivering the paper. There is 
just a chance that -a neighborhood 
dog or child has seized the paper and 
carried it off. Then, again, the wind 
may have blown it away after it had 
been properly delivered to -the place 
indicated by the subscriber. 
Then, 


again, perhaps some one member of 
the .family has carried the paper in- 
to the house, read it, thrown it 
aside and gone up street. The other 
members of the family overlook the 


paper and jump onto the carrier boy 
when he stops to make the usual and 
regular collection. The 'boy. no mat- 
ter how positive he may be that he 
left the paper, rather than prolong 
an argument, will deduct the amount 
from his usual collection, stand the 
loss and keep a stiff upper lip. This, 
under such circumstances, is not fair 
to the boy.

It is surprising how many people 


there are who will insist upon de- 
ducting two cents from the week's, 
bill for the failure to receive one 
copy of the paper. When such liber- 
ties are permitted by the carrier, the 
subscriber is getting or taking back 
more than he would have originally 
paid the boy had the papers been re- 
ceived.
